A ten (lay Rcarch on the part. of 
residents for the body. of Harry Beck, 
who was drowned when swept over 
the mill dam on October\7, being un- 
successful, Mr. Beck engaged the ser- 
vices of two Indians, Joim Jeremy and 
his helper, Indian Jack, who arrived 
here Tuesday morning. They were 
taken over the river thoroughly in 
the morning and in the afternoon they 
started actual work of grrappling for 
the body. Within twenty-three min- 
utes from the time they started, they 
■recovered the body, In twelve feet of 
water, 20 feet below the dam on the 
east side. Their feat seemed^ marve- 
lous, as from twenty to thfrty men 
had been at work daily since the 
drowning with no results. This makes 
the nii^cteenth body Mr. Jeremy has 
recovered from the water this season. 

The body was brought to'shorc and 
taken to the. home, from where fun- 
eral services were held at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The body was 
taken to Kenosha for burial, ser- 
vrces being in charge of the Kenosha 
Post of the Ameri(*an Legion.

If you are not certain about the 
baj? limits and other regulations gov- 
erning the hunting of water fowl in 
Illinois, you better tuck this informa- 
tion in your hunting coat before you 
go after ducks. 

According to the Illinois law you 
may shoot in one day fifteen coots or 
mudhens; fifteen ducks, eight geese 
and eight brant, which is a pretty 
good bag for any hunter. You can 
have in your possession during the 
season sixty coots, sixty ducks, ten 
geese, and ten brant. 

Here is dope on blinds: It is 
against the law to hunt waterfowl 
from any fixed artificial ambush lo- 
cated beyond the lines of natural cov- 
ering of reeds, canes, flags, crooked 
brush, wild rice, or other vegetation 
above the open water of any lake, 
river, bayou, or inlet or any other 
water course in Illinois. 

Hunting from an electric, gas or 
steam launch is prohibited. Leave 
your hydroplane at home, too, as you 
can't hunt from it. The use of sneak- 
boats, sinkboxes, or other. devices for 
concealment are also taboo.

•Oovernor Shnup of Colorado, appro- 
cliitln^ the long and successful cs|)erl- 
once of the Ked Cross In organizing 
disaster relief work, placed the en- 
tire responsibility for the administra- 
tion of relief In Its hands. 

In.respimse to appeals fnun Tresl- 
dcnt Ilardlnj,'. (Jovernor Slump and 
other jrovprnnrs of western states and 
thron;;h local chapters of the Hod 
Crof^ and otbcr couunnnlty 'or;;unl/.:i- 
tlons, public-spirited citizens brought 
the total contributed for Pm^blo'a rc- 
Imldlltallon to nmre than $^2r>,0m). 
• The terrible havoc wrought by the 
l!ood waters Is a iiy,ittcr of record, 
^rore than 2,300 homes were affected 
and 7,.'l.")l per«)u« were left homeless, 
l^Htlinates of $ri6o.(yiO qs an absrdnte 
-nilniunnu Tor relmbllltntion were nnule 
\}y lied Cross olllclals In cimrge of the 
.TcHct work. 

Fast Work In Wall Street 
The Wall street explosion was notn-' 
Iile In that relief workers of the Hed 
Cross were on the scene twenty ndn- 
ntes after the disaster occurred. The 
Taco riot at Tulsa also was nnlquo In 
disaster relief nnnals In that outside 
of 11 sumll emergency relief fund eon-, 
tributed by the Hed Cross, the only 
relief measures .outsldo the city con- 
sisted of the service of sodnl work- 
ers, nurses imd a trained ejceojitlve 
whose object was to assist local forces 
In directing their own pfTorts, 

In decided contrast with the pre- 
vious year, only one tonuido assumed 
the proportions of a nnijor -disaster. 
This occurrnd on April M, In the bor- 
der sectVins of Texas and Arkansas 
with the- city of Texarkana as the 
venter. The significant feature of thIs' 
disaster relief work was the fact tiiat 
it covered so much rural territory as 
to make necessary a large nundier of 
relief workers.
